TREATMENT  OF  TUBERCULOSIS

Deak  Dr.  Long  : — It  is  my  pleasure  to  hand  you  herewith  the  Eleventh 
Annual  Report  of  the  North  Carolina  Sanatorium  for  the  Treatment 
of  Tuberculosis  for  the  year  ending  June  the  30th,  1924. 

The  resignation  last  January  of  Dr.  L.  B.  McBrayer,  who  had  been 
Superintendent  of  the  Sanatorium  for  almost  ten  years,  was  a  tremend- 
ous loss  to  the  institution.  For  his  services  to  the  State  and  to  the 
cause  of  tuberculosis  in  building  up  the  Sanatorium  from  an  insig- 
nificant institution,  which  did  not  even  enjoy  the  confidence  of  the 
people  of  the  State,  to  its  present  splendid  condition,  we  owe  him  our 
heartfelt  gratitude.  The  following  resolution  of  the  Board  upon  his 
resignation  is  most  fitting: 

Resolved,  that  in  the  opinion  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the 
State  Sanatorium  for  the  Treatment  of  Tuberculosis  Dr.  L.  B. 
McBrayer  has  as  superintendent  rendered  distinguished  and  un- 
selfish service  to  the  institution  and  the  State,  that  he  has  been 
chiefly  instrumental  in  making  the  Sanatorium  second  to  none  in 
the  country,  and  his  retirement  as  superintendent  will  work  a 
distinct  loss  to  the  institution  and  to  the  treatment  of  tuberculosis 
throughout  the  State.  The  Board  desires  to  express  and  record 
its  complete  confidence  in  Dr.  McBrayer  as  superintendent  of  the 
institution  and  as  a  man,  and  regrets  his  official  retirement  from 
its  management. 

I  wish  to  gratefully  acknowledge  the  kindly  advice  and  assistance 
which  Dr.  McBrayer  has  given  me  since  I  became  superintendent,  and 
also  the  spirit  of  cooperation  which  he  as  executive  head  of  the  North 
Carolina  Tuberculosis  Association  has  continued  to  manifest. 

Dr.  S.  M.  Bittinger,  the  assistant  superintendent  and  resident  phy- 
sician. Dr.  J.  H.  Williams,  and  the  other  members  of  the  medical  staff 
have  labored  with  me  most  faithfully,  as  have  also  the  heads  of  all  the 
departments,  and  their  cooperation  has  made  it  possible  for  me  to  carry 
on  the  work  of  the  institution. 

The  completion  during  the  year  of"  our  refectory  building  and  the 
power  house  and  laundry  has  made  it  possible  for  us  to  render  much 
more  efficient  and  satisfactory  service  to  our  patients. 
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The  colored  unit  was  also  completed  during  the  fiscal  year  and  the 
first  patients  were  received  on  October  5th.  This  branch  of  the  institu- 
tion has  been  intensely  interesting  to  our  whole  staff.  It  is  the  first 
opportunity  any  of  us  have  had  to  study  tuberculosis  in  any  number  of 
the  colored  race.  Contrary  to  the  opinion  frequently  expressed,  we  find 
that  under  proper  conditions  the  negro  will  respond  readily  to  treat- 
ment for  tuberculosis. 

Dr.  J.  W.  Walker,  the  colored  physician  at  the  negro  unit,  of  his 
own  accord  and  to  our  regret  left  us  in  April.  We  find  it  very  much 
more  economical,  however,  for  the  medical  work  to  be  done  by  one  of 
the  physicians  on  our  staff  at  the  white  unit,  since  the  Avork  at  the 
colored  unit  does  not  as  yet  require  the  services  of  a  full  time  physician 
and  a  white  physician  can  work  at  both  units.  Since  Dr.  Walker 
and  his  wife  left,  Mrs.  C.  E.  Broadfoot,  our  head  nurse  at  the  colored 
unit,  has  also  been  matron  and  has  been  rendering  efficient  and  faithful 
service. 

Our  training  school  for  nurses  under  our  most  competent  superin- 
tendent of  nurses,  Miss  Elizabeth  Connolly,  continues  to  be  one  of  our 
most  useful  undertakings,  both  for  the  Sanatorium  itself  and  for  the 
tuberculosis  work  throughout  the  State.  We  had  four  in  our  gradu- 
ating class  this  year.  Our  graduates  are  always  in  great  demand  and 
a  number  of  them  are  filling  important  positions  in  this  and  other 
sanatoria  and  in  other  public  health  work. 

The  beautifying  of  our  grounds  has  made  a  wonderful  improvement 
in  the  appearance  of  the  whole  institution. 

Work  on  the  prison  sanatorium  unit  and  the  waterworks  plant  is 
progressing  fairly  well.  We  are  especially  anxious  for  the  speedy  com- 
pletion of  the  waterworks  plant,  for  at  present  we  have  an  insufficient 
amount  of  water  for  our  usual  needs  and  practically  no  fire  protection. 

I  am  glad  to  report  a  reduction  in  our  per  capita  cost  from  $2.79 
last  year  to  $2.45  for  the  year  just  closed.  This  is  all  the  more  gratify- 
ing in  the  face  of  the  loss  sustained  by  the  farm.  This  loss  on  the  farm 
is  due  in  large  part  to  several  causes :  an  unavoidable  delay  in  getting 
the  farm  work  started,  extremely  unseasonable  weather,  and  a  consid- 
erable difference  from  last  year  in  the  estimated  value  of  the  farm 
equipment  as  shown  in  the  auditor's  report.  Because  of  the  difference 
in  the  estimated  value  of  our  hogs,  the  hog  account  also  shows  a  loss. 

Among  the  reasons  why  the  dairy  does  not  show  a  larger  profit  may 
be  mentioned  a  considerable  difference  also  in  the  estimated  value  of 
our  live  stock  and  the  fact  that  this  year  the  dairy  is  only  credited  with 
the  bottled  milk  delivered  to  the  Sanatorium  instead  of  with  the  number 
of  pounds  milked.  We  have  also  continued  to  have  some  trouble  with' 
contagious  abortion,  but  in  recent  months  this  has  been  very  much 
better,  and  we  hope  that  with  the  present  facilities  for  segregation  we 
will  have  little  further  trouble  in  this  respect.  We  have  tried  to  weed 
out  the  cows  which  were  not  producing  profitably  and  have  killed  them 
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for  beef.    We  are  in  hopes  that  the  production  of  the  herd  will  be  ma- 
terially increased  by  the  larger  pastures  which  are  being  provided. 

In  our  Extension  Department  we  have  endeavored  to  lay  special 
emphasis  on  prevention  and  early  diagnosis,  since  we  considered  these 
the  two  most  important  factors  in  the  tuberculosis  problem.  In  order 
to  encourage  the  general  use  of  sanitary  supplies  we  have  made  arrange- 
ments to  distribute  sputum  cups,  handkerchief  gauze,  paper  napkins, 
and  disinfectant  at  slightly  less  than  actual  cost. 

During  the  spring  the  Extension  Department  offered  to  take  over  the 
work  of  the  diagnostic  clinic  which  had  previously  been  conducted  by 
the  North  Carolina  Tuberculosis  Association  and  the  offer  was  accepted. 
There  has  been  such  a  demand  for  these  clinics  that  we  secured  the 
services  of  another  full  time  clinician.  Both  these  clinics  and  our  diag- 
nostic clinics  here  at  the  Sanatorium  are  accomplishing  a  wonderful 
amount  of  good. 

Our  waiting  list  of  applicants  for  admission  to  the  Sanatorium  has 
become  so  large  that  it  now  equals  our  entire  bed  capacity,  and  patients 
have  to  wait  from  two  to  three  months  after  their  applications  are  ac- 
cepted before  they  can  gain  admission.  We  feel  that  this  is  extremely 
unfortunate,  for  it  frequently  means  that  during  the  long  wait  for 
admission  without  proper  treatment  the  patient's  disease  has  become 
so  advanced  that  he  cannot  be  benefited.  We  feel  that  there  is  a  tre- 
mendous need  for  sufficient  additional  accommodations  to  double  our 
capacity  and  also  for  the  cost  to  be  reduced  so  that  sanatorium  treatment 
will  be  within  the  reach  of  all. 

We  have  also  been  doing  all  within  our  power  to  encourage  counties 
to  establish  their  own  sanatoria  to  help  take  care  of  the  growing  demand 
for  sanatorium  beds.  Guilford  County's  newly  established  sanatorium 
has  demonstrated  beyond  question  the  value  and  the  practicability  of 
the  county  institution.  Three  other  counties  in  the  State  are  soon  to 
vote  on  the  proposition  and,  we  hope,  favorably  so.  Some  of  the  other 
counties  have  also  provided  separate  buildings  for  indigent  tuberculous 
patients  in  connection  with  their  county  homes. 

We  are  glad  to  report  that  there  was  a  slight  further  decrease  in  the 
mortality  from  tuberculosis  last  year,  there  being  forty-five  fewer  deaths 
in  the  State  during  the  year  1923  than  in  1922. 

I  wish  to  call  your  attention  especially  to  that  part  of  the  report 
showing  the  after  results  of  sanatorium  treatment.  We  claim  to  have 
the  most  complete 'records  on  our  discharged  cases  of  any  sanatorium 
in  the  United  States.  We  have  only  lost  track  of  fifty-six  out  of  all  the 
patients  discharged  from  the  Sanatorium  previous  to  December  the 
31st,  1923,  the  date  when  these  statistics  were  compiled.  Eighty-nine 
per  cent  of  all  the  minimal  cases  are  living  and  eighty  per  cent  of  them 
are  working;  fifty-nine  per  cent  of  the  moderately  advanced  are  living 
and  forty-four  per  cent  are  working ;  twenty-seven  per  cent  of  the  far 
advanced  are  living  and  thirteen  per  cent  are  working.  These  figures 
speak  eloquently  of  the  need  of  finding  the  case  early. 
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The  Sanatorium  is  very  greatly  indebted  to  Reverend  Euclid  Mc- 
Whorter,  our  chaplain,  for  his  untiring  energies  in  behalf  of  the  spirit- 
ual and  social  welfare  of  the  whole  Sanatorium  population.  Although 
the  position  carries  no  salary,  he  has  labored  unceasingly  for  the  good 
of  all,  regardless  of  their  creed  or  church  affiliation. 

We  wish  to  express  our  appreciation  to  the  State  Federation  of  Wo- 
men's Clubs  and  to  the  Daughters  of  the  Confederacy  for  the  free  bed 
which  each  continues  to  maintain  at  the  Sanatorium.  We  also  wish  to 
thank  the  Red  Cross  and  the  many  other  organizations  mentioned  in  the 
body  of  the  report  which  have  contributed  so  liberally  toward  the  sup- 
port of  the  different  patients  here. 

We  are  deeply  grateful  to  the  many  friends  of  the  institution  who 
have  furnished  entertainment,  contributed  to  our  Patients'  Benefit  Fund, 
given  fruit,  flowers,  Christmas  treats,  and  so  on,  for  the  pleasure  of  our 
patient  body. 

I  wish^especially  to  express  to  you  and  to  all  other  members  of  the 
Board  my  sincere  appreciation  of  your  hearty  cooperation  and  your 
stimulating  enthusiasm.
